It will show 
that at least 80 per cent of this destruction is totally, 
unnecessary, that it constitutes a terrible drain on 
the resources of the nation, that it costs the life of 
one person for every thirty-five minutes in the coun­ 
try, according to statements made after investigation 


by a federal bureau.

DEEP MOVIES INVENTED 


Movies which show the three dimensions, length, 
breadth and depth, instead of the two to which they 
have been confined, are now forecast. The invention 
not only adds depth to the pictures but gives them a 
field much larger than that of the pictures now shown. 
The camera is larger, has two lenses, uses the prin­ 
ciple of superimposing one picture on another and 
uses film twice as wide as that which has been cus­ 
tomary. 
At first the movies were highly unreal. Latterly so 
much attention has been paid to technique and movie 
patrons have become so accustomed to the conven­ 
tions of movie art that one thinks of them as coming 
close to nature. It is only when one attends a “ real 
play,” with real people moving about the stage, and 
very soon afterward attends a movie, that one realizes 
the difference and the lack of the third dimension. If 
the new photography proves successful, much will be 
added to the possibilities of movie drama. 
And shall we have, soon thereafter, movies showing 
the fourth dimension? 


ALASKA NOT FORGOTTEN 


The untimely death of President Harding will not 
lose to the country the value of his inspection trip to 
Alaska. With him on that tour were Secretary of the 
Interior Work, Secretary of Commerce Hoover, and 
Secretary of Agriculture Wallace. They became as 
familiar with the needs of the territory as did Mr. 
Harding, and are in a position now to give President 
Coolidge the benefit of their observations. Their de­ 
partments are most closely associated with the de­ 
velopment and administration of th* territory, and 
the fact that all three men are to remain in the cabinet 
assures the country that Alaska will receive the same 
sympathetic treatment as Mr. Harding had planned 
for it.

Recognition of Mexicò 
Los Angeles Saturday N i g h t . ------------ * 
W ith the return of the American commissioners 
from Mexico bearing tho agreement reached v/ith 
the Mexican conferees the presumption is strong 
that it will be acceptable to the President and his 
cabinet. 
Recognition of the neighboring republic 
has hinged largely on the attitude of the Obregon 
administration toward Article X X V II, of the Mexi­ 
can constitution, which places unusual limitations 
upon the rights of private property in Mexico con­ 
sonant with those accorded Mexicans in the Unit­ 
ed States. 
B y a happy compromise the article in 
question is held not retroactive so that oil lands, 
agricultural and ranch properties 
acquired 
by 
Americans prior to May 1, 1917, w ill be exempt 
from 
the 
clause 
which, 
apparently, 
threatened 
confiscation. 
This stumbling block overcome, the 
agreement further provides for the payment in 
cash by Mexico for lands illegally seized— or their 
restitution— in the several states by virtue of the 
arbitrary agrarian laws enforced there 
It has 
been feared by Americans having large interests 
in Mexico that the intent of the much-mooted A r­ 
ticle X X V II was to exclude fore'jners, but the 
contrary desire has been expressed by President 
Obregon who is on record as inviting foreign cap­ 
ital—and colonists— to help develop the republic 
and aid in its restoration. 
Of course, the mere 
recognition of Mexico by the United States, fol­ 
lowed, 
ui doubtedly, 
by 
other 
nations, 
w ill 
not 
assure prosperity to the republic lying teyond the 
Rio Grande, but it w ill have a tendency to en­ 
courage investments there and induce settlers to 
take advantage of the opportunities for exploita­ 
tion of Mexico’s rich natural resources. 
Much de­ 
pends on the manner in which the government of 
the southern republic interprets not only Article 
X X V II but other articles In controversy which, if 
enforced too literally, w ill discourage— rather than 
the reverse— capital from helping to place Mexico 
on a firm economic foundation.

Jules Verne’s famous story, “ Round the World 
in Eighty Days,” is now completely out of date. 
When first published it was almost ahead of the 
calendar. 
But now we 
are living on 
a faster 
scale. 
After various experiments the 
effort to 
establish an air mail service between New York 
and San Francisco has been crowned with success. 
Newspapers printed in New York Tuesday morn­ 
ing have been read in 
San Francisco 
Thursday 
morning. 
The journey westward on the second 
trial was made in twenty-nine hours and forty-four 
minutes. 
This early experiment merely serves to 
show what can be done. The actual establishment 
of regular service w ill be a matter to 
be deter­ 
mined by the results of trial. 
It would not be 
feasible at first to carry more than a fraction of 
the mall in that way, and in order to make the 
service self-supporting a special rate of postage 
and a preferred classification would have to be 
adopted. 
Whether this will be done or not w ill naturally 
depend upon the demand for the service. 
The 
Post Office Department probably will not require 
that the line be self-supporting, but there would be 
a limit upon the loss it would be willing to assume 
for the sake of faster service. 
That loss is one of 
the 
legitimate 
expenses 
for 
the 
promotion 
of 
science. 
Long distance letter mail is carried at a 
loss at the two-cent rate, as is also long distance 
periodical mail at the second-class rate. 
The profit 
made on the short haul matter of the same classes 
helps to equalize this loss, but as a matter of 
policy the government does not aim to make a 
profit on the transportation of mail.

Always plenty of vegetables anyway, but increas­ 
ing your meat and fat somewhat if you worked 
hard with your hands or took plenty of exercise, 
Keep your diet balanced.
